A Brief Sketch of His Political 
and Business Career-His 
Valuable Service in 

Congress. 
From the Washiagton (D. C.) 
People’s Advocate. 
Hon, Joseph H. Rainey, ex-mem 
ber of Congress, died at his home in 
Georgetown, S. C., Wednesday. 


During the war be spent several 
yea'sinthe West Indies At” the 
close of the war he returned to bis 
native State and teok a prowinent 
party in its reconstruction. He was 
a member of the constitutional con- 
vention, »nd was subsequently elect-

ed to the State Legislature. Upon 
the expulsion of Whittemore for trad- 
ing in cadetships, Mr. Rainey was 
elected as his success >r in Congress 
in 1870, being the first colored citizen 
to take a seat in either honse of Cou-« 
gress. He was reelected in 1872. In 
1874, he was defeated, not by the 
people, by the characteristic method 
of fa'se returns. His services in 
Congress were conspicuous, especially 
asa member of the committee on 
evrvlled bills iu the last hours of the 
congtess when everything depended 
on faithful and prompt action, in 
ordev to save certain needful legis- 
la‘ion. Mr, Ruainey’s filelity alone 
to th» public trust, while the other 
mem ders were indulging in hilarity, 
saved the day. 

He was the candidate of his party 
for Cierk of the House. He was ap- 
pointed Special Agentof the Treas- 
ury Department, which Le held daur- 
ing Hayes administration. 

He came to Washington a few 
years agoand engagelin the bro- 
kerage business, but not meeting with 
the success he deserved and it being 
adverse to his tastes, he went into the 
coal and wood business with Mr. 
Chew of Philadelphia, under the 
name of Rainey & Chew. He was 
building up quitea business when 
last Fall he received the inteligene- 
of the death of his father in South 
Carolina. 

Last Winter he left iis business 
in the hands of C. M. Wilder Esq., 
and went to Souta Carolina to settle 
up his father‘s affairs. 

Mr. Rainey was aself-made man, 
clearheaded, intelligent, el quent 
and impassioned as a speaker dil- 
igent and persevering as a student. 
His po.itical, as his private hfe, wis 
about reproach, and his example is 
one tobe emulated. He leaves a 
widow and children.

SECTION BOSS TO BLAME, 


VERDICT OF THE CORONER'S JURY 
AT CHATSWORTH. 








They are Stiil Undecided on the Question 
of Censuring the Kailroad Company. 
Testimony Before the Inquiry—Belic 
Hunters to Be Arrested. 
CuaTsworts, Ill, Aug. 18.~Two primary 

facts were developed by the coroner’s,jury, 

which for seven long hours examined wit- 
ness aftor witness yesterday afternoon. 

These were disobedience and obtuseness, 

the primary causes of the slaughter at the 

culvert near here Thurday morning. Had 

Section Foreman Timothy Coughlan obeyed 

the instructions received from his superior 

officer, and had some of the men, one of 
them in particular, who saw lights on the 
railroad track for hour after hour on 

Wednesday night before the ill-fated excur- 

sion train came along, exerted themselves to 

the extent of a two mile ride on a hand-car, 
the catastrophe which has horrified the civ- 
ilized world would never have occurred. 

The inquiry took place in the public school 
building. Several residents of Piper City 
saw a light burning on the railroad track 
towar:l Chatsworth on the night of the acoi- 
dent, but made no effort to investigate the 
cause, Joseph Morris, a farmer, living half 
& mile south of the culvert, swore that he 
saw two or three of the section men firing 
the grass in proximity to the bridge just be- 
fore dark on Wednesday afternoon. After 
dark he sawa blaze in that direction big 
enough to make him think that a building 
was on fire. His testimony was corrob- 
orated by other farmers. 

The jury is in session, but there is delay 
in making out a verdict. The jury is agreed 
in fixing the immediate blame on Foreman 
Coughian, but is divided, however, on the 
question of censuring the company. Some 
of the members think that because of hard 
luck for many years it would be rather se- 
vere to censure the management, which has 
‘been putting the road on its feet and spend- 
ing money to improve its condition. Others 
insiat on censuring the practice of running 
double-headers. The jury is almost wholly 
composed of farmers. The company’s offi- 
cers at Peoria will make up the list of the 
dead and send it to the ju:y, and the docu- 
ment cannot reach Chatsworth before noon. 
A verdict will, of course, be delayed until 
then. 

Coroner Long yesterday demanded posses- 
sion of the gold watch found by Farmer 
Broadhead in the ashes of the wreck. Mr. 
Broadhead refused to give it up. Last even- 
ing Mr, Stevens, attorney for the road, ad- 
vised that a subpcena be issued, and if Mr. 
Broadhead failed to giv it up that he be ar- 
rested for larceny. Other parties who car- 
ried away valuable articles for relics will be 
looked after. 


PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS. 


Proceedings of the State Convention at 
Harrisburg—The Ticket. 

HARRISBURG, Pa, Aug. 18.—The Repub- 
lican state convention was devoid of much 
interest, as the nominations were practically 
made last evening. The attendance was 
slim, the 204 delegates constituting more 
than half. No political body has ever con- 
vened here with so little friction, the dele- 
gates unoomplainingly submitting to the 
program of the leaders. There was a no- 
ticable absence of prominent Republican 
politicians. 

Walter Lyon, of Allegheny, was elected 
temporary chairman. He made a brief 
speech urging upon the convention the im- 
portance of the compaign of this year be. 
cause of the effect it wiil have on the strug- 
gle for the presidency next year. He trusted 
the platform would have no uncertain sound 
on the great issues of theday. The usual com- 
mittees were appointed, excepting a com- 
mittee on credentials, as there were no 
contests. 

Adj. Gen. Hastings was elected perman- 
ent chairman. In his address he predicted 
that after the nominations the Republicans 
would advance to the skirmish line of the 
great battle of 1588, and November’s victory 
would notify other states that Pennsylvania 
was not satisfied with the present national 
administration. 

After Hastings’ speech W. E. Hart, of 
Harrisburg, was nominated for state treas- 
urer, and Henry W. Williams, of Tioga, 
was nominated for supreme court judge. 

Thomas V. Cooper was re-elected state 
chairman, after which the convention ad- 
journed sine die. 


W. ©. DePauw's Will to Be Contested. 

Nzw AvBany, Ind., Aug. 18.—Mrs. Sarah 
E. McIntosh, oldest child of the late mil- 
lionaire, Washington C. DePauw, who had 
married against her father’s will, was vir- 
tually disinherited, all she received being 
two poor farms in Washington county, val- 
ued at probably $5,000. She can not even 
dispose of these according to the provisions 
of the will. She claims to be entitled to 
one-sixth of the estate, valued at about 
$6,000,009, and will therefore bring suit to 
break the will for the reason that it was un- 
duly executed.

This is the second time pedestrians 
have been held up on our streets, and it ap- 
pears to be an organized gang. It is proba- 
bly the same gang that broke into Wooden's 
restaurant and robbed him. The police think 
they have a clew.

SEA HOUNDS. 


Resemblance Between Land and 
Water Animals. 





Although the animals of land and 
sea differ materially in shape and ap- 
pearance, they have a certain marked 
resemblance in their habits and cus- 
toms. Thus the birds, from the robin 
to the eagle, present a perfect grada- 
tion from forms of a mild and gentle 
disposition to those of fierce and preda- 
tory natures. Turning to the ocean, 
we find that this is equally true of the 
fishes. The mullet is the robin, and 
the savage shark the eagle, hawk or 
vulture. Soin all groups of animals 
the various families are adapted for dif- 
ferent paths in life, and some of the 
comparisons that may be drawn are 
most interesting and instructive. 

Among the land animals, the dogs 
and certain members of the eat tribe, 
as the hunting leopard, or cheetah, are 
famous for their hunting proclivities; 
the wild dogs of Australia, especially, 
hunting in organized bands, and ex- 
hibiting marvelous skill in running 
down their prey. The domestic hound 
performs the same service under in- 
struction; and, by continued training, 
it has attained a grade of excellence 
if any thing superior to that of the wild 
animals, whose wonderful instict is 
alone the instigator of their actions. 
The peculiarity of these animals, as has 
been suggested, is that they hunt in 
packs; and, curiously enough, among 
certain aquatic and marine forms we 
find many similar cases. The true 
hounds of the ocean are the fishes well 
known on the English coast as smooth 
hounds, while the species on our shores 
are called dog-fish, from the fact that 
when caught they utter a series of 
croaks, that is called barking by the 
fishermen. 

The dog-fish are small sharks, from 
two to three and a half feet in length, 
extremely ferocious. They travel in 
large packs, exactly like the hounds of 
the shore, and their numbers and their 
effect upon the fisheries are, perhaps, 
little suspected by those not familiar 
with them. While these ocean hounds 
are seen in vast hordes on our own 
shores, they are not to be compared 
with those that appear suddenly and 
without warning in English waters, 
and a bay ten miles wide has been ob- 
served almost completely packed with 
dog-fish, representing unnumbered 
millions. The question of the food 
supply of such a vast body of living 
creatures is a serious one to the fisher- 
men, as the edible fish are either de- 
voured or driven away by them. 

It was my good fortune, some years 
ago to witness the arrival of the dog- 
fish on the Maine coast. It was during 
the month of August. Every day the 
fishermen had been bringing in large 
catches of hake, cod and haddock from 
the grounds about ten miles off shore, 
and the business was prosperous in the 
extreme. 

I well remember being out myself 
witha crew, and with trawl and line 
catches were made that tested to the 
utmost the capacity of the boats. This 
wason Monday. Tuesday evening I 


strolled down to the little inlet to 


watch the boats comein. One by one 


the boats under full sail glided in, not 


solow downas usual. Investigation 
showed that they were empty. 
swer to my inquiry, the reply was:

working their way under the thick 
growth of tropical vines that often 
hides the shores of these rivers. When 
the great form of the studisis seen, they 
collect, and, with a sudden dash, rush 
at it. 

The frightened fish leaps high out ot 
water in his alarm and terror, but the 
nimble otters seize it in every available 
part, and sometimes every fin, as the 
monster rises, has a pendant river 
hound, while others swim and dive 
about, watching for an opportunity to 
aid in the capture. 

Often the great fish succeeds in shak- 
ing off his enemies by furiously dart- 
ing away; but, as the otters are ena- 
bled to remain beneath the surface for 
some time without air, by clinging to 
the great game, they ultimately wear 
it out. Sometimes, in the first blind 
rush, it runs ashore upon a sandbar; 
but, as a rule, it reaches the deep 
waters, and darts here and there, 
dragging the plucky hounds, until 
finally, its strength exhausted and un- 
able to reach them, it succumbs, and 
is soon destroyed. 

To return to the fishes: Many of the 
mackerel tribe in southern waters seek 
their prey in packs, or schools, and in 
the vicinity of Yucatan I have stood 
in water three feet deep, completely 
hedged in by a mass of fish from one to 
two feet long, that were so intent 
upon the capture of smaller fish, which 
they had driven ashore, that they paid 
not the slightest attention to me. I 
have seized them and tossed them 
upon the beach by dozens, while in 
the frenzy and excitement of the chase 
many dashed out of the water. The 
noise created by these charges could 
be distinctly heard a long way, and 
was a remarkable example of the ef- 
fect of excitement upon the larger 
fish, as they were totally without fear. 
Numerous other instances could be 
cited to illustrate the system of hunt- 
ing among the marine animals, but 
these are sufficient to show the resem- 
blance between the hunting of animals 
in the sea and hunting on land.—C. F
